Faculté, Nursing students face 
$6 and $35 per year increases

Nursing students and stu- 
dents of Faculté Saint-Jean will 
get to make history this year ina 
referendum on SU Bylaw 2000. 

This bylaw, created last year, 
allows individual faculty asso- 
ciations to create their own fac- 
ulty funds. The Nursing Under- 
graduates’ Association [NUA] 
and the Association des 
universitaires de la Faculté Saint- 
Jean [AUFSJ] are holding refer- 
endums in their respective facul- 
ties along with their student as- 
sociation elections. 

The Nursing referendum 
asks students to vote on a new 
fund costing students $35 per 
year, while the FSJ referendum is 
asking students for $6 per stu- 
dent per year. Students from 
both faculties already pay an av- 
erage of $3,500 in tuition per 
year. 

Veron-John Gibbins, presi- 
dent of the NUA, says that if the 
referendum is supported by the 
students, the total funds, which 
would amount to around $35,000 
per year, will be directed to- 
wards a variety of programs 
which would benefit all nursing 
students. 

These programs include in 
and out of town conferences, 
new computer hardware and 
software, upgrading the student 
lounge, and a summer camp for 
first year students. 

The camp, according to 
Gibbins, will benefit first year 
nursing students because of the 
unique nature of the Nursing 
program. 

“They [Nursing students] 
don’t go to lectures like you 
would in a science or arts course. 
They do self-directed learning 
and it’s called ‘contact-space 
learning.’ [It is] a brand new way 
of doing the curriculum the fac- 
ulty just came up with this year,” 
said Gibbons. 

This year’s first year Nursing 
students, according to Gibbins, 
believe lost in the new program 
and feel such a program would 
have been beneficial for them. 

“The faculty has identified 


this [the fund] as a priority; the - 


students have identified this as 
a priority. The face of Nursing is 


changing dramatically right 
now, So it’s time for the student 
body to change and get with the 
program,” said Gibbins. 

Some students have com- 
plained about the fee, as it adds 
to an already-increasing tuition 
burden. 

However Gibbins said that a 
general forum has been planned 
so that students can debate their 
views with the NUA executive 
committee.

The AUFSJ faculty fund of $6 
per student per year for its stu- 
dent population of about 400 will 
go towards bursaries, according 
to president of AUFSJ Catherine 
Dextrase. Dextrase said that she 
is confident the referendum will 
pass since there has generally 
been support for the fund. 

Voting for the NUA referen- 
dum will run with the NUA elec- 
tions by mail-out ballots next 
week. 

The AUFSJ referendum will 
also run alongside its elections, 
which are taking place right now 
across Faculté Saint-Jean. Results 
are expected next Friday. 

There are mixed feelings on 
instituting a faculty fund among 
students associations at other 
faculties across campus. The Al- 
berta Pharmacy Students’ Asso- 
ciation is considering holding a 
referendum on a faculty fund, 
the Business Students’ Associa- 
tion is keeping the issue open, 
and the Physical Education Stu- 
dents’ Council has had no such 
discussions on the issue. 

Representatives from both 
the U of A Science Undergradu- 
ates’ Society and the Arts Stu- 
dents’ Association said that 
their associations are ada- 
mantly opposed to any such 
fund.

MISCHIEF CHARGE DROPPED

Apparently, writing on the wall 
won't hold water in court. The case 
against Thomas McDonnell, 
charged with mischief after writing 
an open letter to president Rod 
Fraser on a temporary wall in HUB 
mall, has been thown out by the 
Crown prosecutor. 

According to Shawn Beaver, 
McDonnell’s lawyer, Crown law-

would be interesting in prosecut- 
ing.” 

He added it is likely the crown 
attorneys likely didn’t feel comfort- 
able in pursuing the matter in court. 
“There was insufficent evidence of 
a crime to continue.” 

Grad student Laura Bonnett, 
charged with the same offence, will 
likely go free, he said. “The same 
decision has been made in Laura 
Bonnett’s case, and the charges will 
be withdrawn.” 

McDonnell believes that the 


decision says a lot about level to 
which people value free speech. “It 
shows that Campus 5-0 went a lit- 
tle overboard, and that our argu- 
ment of freedom of expression was 
valid,” said McDonnell. 

He said the incident created 
“lots of bad press for the Univer- 
sity.” But, added McDonnell, under 
the same circumstances, he’d “make 
the same choice again.” 

HUB Mall’s acting manager 
Marlene Hamblin declined com- 
ment.

MCDONNELL ON BOG 


Activist to sit on U of A’s most powerful board

After a win of less than 100 
votes, Thom McDonnell has won 
the students’ Board of Governors 
seat. And he’s going to go places 
with it. 

His first order of business is to 
“get together with the GSA and the 
SU to look at ways to avoid tuition 
increases.” 

He would also like to create a 
greater consulting system between 
students and administration “to 
make the admin. realize how tuition 
increases have affected us.” 

McDonnell said increased tui- 
tion has put the University at a dis- 


advantage by excluding lower-in- 
come students. But he believes that 
the administration is ignoring the 
obvious by citing a lack of evidence. 

“It’s an argument that the ad- 
ministration uses all the time — that 
no studies have been done in Al- 
berta [on tuition hikes],” said 
McDonnell. 

He also faults the government 
for its lack of activity. 

“People have been recognizing 
education asa priority, but our gov- 
ernment hasn’t. That’s something 
that has to change.” 

He’d also like to establish an 
effective student lobby system.

hat’s the going price on 
human dignity these 
days?

Klein government, a penny over 
$150,000 is too much. 

Bill 26, the Institutional Con- 
finement and Sexual Sterilization 
Compensation Act, was read in the 
provincial legislature on Tuesday. 
It would have allowed the provin- 
cial government to limit the mon- 
etary compensation awarded to 
victims of eugenics treatment. Sev- 
eral hundred people are bringing 
lawsuits against the provincial 
government in response to invol- 
untary sterilization which de- 
prived over 700 Albertans of the 
right to procreate in the 1950s and 
‘60s. The residents of provincial 
mental health institutions who suf- 
fered sexual abuse at the hands of 
institution employees during that 
dark period in Albertan history 


would also be constrained by the 
act. 

Klein struck Gown the vii 
Wednesday, likely in response to 
the huge public outcry that ensued 
over it. This is a rare move for a 
premier who has spent his last two 
terms ignoring teachers, nurses, 
and anybody else who said some- 
thing he didn’t like. Klein struck 
down the bill, not because he had 
moral reservations against ignor- 
ing human rights, but rather, be- 
cause he had political ones. 

The scary thing is the disregard 
that Klein has for the people who 
have been physically violated, 
sexually abused, and mentally tor- 
mented. He is only worried about 
staying in the black. | didn’t expect 
much compassion from a govern- 
ment which has seen fit to virtu- 
ally destroy our social welfare sys- 
tem, but this attempt to revoke 
people’s rights demonstrates the 
Tories’ total ignorance of respon- 
sible government. 

Just as people are accountable 
to the law, government is account- 
able to the people. There exists a 
responsibility to ensure that basic 
human rights are protected, and to 
provide compensation to anybody 
who suffers when they are not. It 
doesn’t matter whose fault it was. 
Just grow: up, pay up, and get on 
with things. Apparently, Klein has 
a little trouble with this fundamen- 
tal aspect of democracy. 

All this is legal because of ar- 
ticle 33 of the Charter of Rights 
and Freedoms, commonly known 


as the Notwithstanding clause. 
This clause was forced down 
PLUUCE ro ae a Ltn IOL CON- 
stitutional debate by spineless pre- 
miers afraid to sacrifice their right 
to violate the fundamental 
freedoms of their citizens. The 
Klein government's actions in the 
last few days prove that this clause 
cannot be used responsibly by the 
provinces, and can serve only to 
further the interests of ignorant, 
immoral governments. 

I’m afraid of what comes next. 
The notwithstanding clause allows 
provinces to override fundamental 
sections of the Charter. Quebec has 
used it five times over language 
disputes. It allowed them to dis- 
able secon = uiccdom of thought, 
belief, opinion and expression, in- 
cluding freedom of the press and 
other media communication) and 
enact Bill 178, thereby depriving 
citizens of English language rights. 
Saskatchewan uscd it to send strik- 
ing dairy workers back to work. 
Will we next sce this cowardly 
clause employed to silence envi- 
ronmenial proicsters in British 
Columbia, or for Ontario to flog 
disobedient civil servants, should 
they see fit? As longas the notwith- 
standing clause stands, the prov- 
inces will have tco much power to 
revoke fundamental freedoms. 
Canada sacno uc political cohesion 
to amend the Constitution. Thus, 
it seems that we are all at the mercy 
of our provincial legislatures, and 
— in Alberta especially — that is a 
scary thought.

result of decades of US military 
research) is far more advanced 
than anything being used in the 
1940s.

threw on my shitkickers, grabbed 
my hat, jumped into my beat-up 
Ford and headed down to the 
Winspear Centre on Monday, primed for a 
night of cheatin’ and hurtin’ rockabilly.

Earle’s disheveled, Elvis-in-late-years 
looks took nothing away from the music, 
proving that in the world of rock n’ roll, ap- 
pearances are overrated. With his guitar slung 
low like a gun on his hips, Earle tore through 
the stuffy Winspear air with a vengeance, 
baring his hard-living soul for the whole ap- 
preciative crowd to see. 

If there was ever any doubt that the new 
clean and sober Earle lacked the edge of days 
of old, these thoughts vanished as soon as he 
stormed the stage. Starting out with “Christ- 
mas in Washington” from his latest album El 
Corazon, Earle and the Dukes proved that they 
were accomplished players. 

Earle’s honest and perfect songwriting 
prowess shone through in every tune.

In Conversation with 

Bruce McDonald

o what kind of guy is Canadian 
filmmaker Bruce McDonald? The 
man who made Roadkill, Highway 
61, and, most recently, Hardcore Logo is anim- 
pressive public speaker, a bit of a comedian, 
and screwed-up just enough to make me think 
he’d be one hell of a guy to get drunk with. 

I wasn’t sure at first about this very aver- 
age-looking pre-middle-aged man with a 
blazer and a neatly trimmed beard. However, 
all it took was one sentence and I was 
smitten.”“I loved zombie movies, loved Clint 
Eastwood movies, and loved science fiction 
movies,” he said. And with that, I knew it was 
worth dragging my hibernating ass out of bed 
to take in the 9:30 a.m. talk with this icon of 
great taste. 

He had a lot to say about his career, his 
projects (completed, and upcoming), and 
about the process of filmaking itself. He also 
spoke about growing up in suburbs of 
Etobicoke, attending Ryerson University, and 
getting into filmmaking because he “couldn’t 
play the guitar as well as ... [he] wanted.” 

Another topic of discussion was his work 
with fellow Canuck filmmaker (and Academy 
Award nominee) Atom Egoyan. Macdonald 
was the editor of three of Egoyan’s films. 

I was surprised to learn that Macdonald’s 
“first official film job” was as the editor on 
Lorne Greene’s New Wilderness. He described 
his relationship with his Moviola editing 
machine as “sexual” (I wondered what the 
nature of his relationship was with Lorne 
Greene). 


He also talked about various TV shows 
and movies he’s worked on, such as Liberty 
Street, Lonesome Dove, and the critically ac- 
claimed Twitch City. 

He said a TV production tends to be “a 
well oiled machine” consisting of a highly 
profesional crews, adding that * td 
havea lobotomy the night before ee it would 
still happen.” 

As well, I was surprised to learn that he 
directed videos for not only the Headstones, 
but also The Pursuit of Happiness and Ivan 
(from Men Without Hats). 

Some of the projects he has in the works 
include a film with the producers of The Ice 
Storm. 

By far the best story he had to tell was 
of his meeting with Macauley Culkin’s tal- 
ent agent to pitch a movie; the agent hadn’t 
been told that the film was about a convict 
clown with a talking penis. McDonald hasn’t 
heard a reply from him yet. 

In the last half-hour of the talk, he en- 
tertained questions, many of which \were 
from novice filmmakers wishing for advice. 
He offered many useful pointers, stressing 
the importance of marketing in order for 
people to actually see your films. 

The bottom line, he explained, was ask- 
ing for financing from anyone who “looks 
like they might have money.” He qualified 
this statement by saying “I’m a whore like 
anybody else, but there’s some places : won't 
go.” 

He offered hope to aspiring filmmakers 
who could see that he’s mostly a regular guy. 
I wonder if he’d meet me at the Strath for 
some shitty draft beer? 

Macdonald’s lecture at the Delta Suite Ho- 
tel was sponsored by the National Screen Insti- 
tute as part of the Local Heroes International 
Screen Festival. The festival runs until March 
14 and includes screenings of local and interna- 
tional independent films at the Garneau Theatre 
and the Eaton Centre cinemas.
